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DIRECTIONS TO DEFENSE I .LICENCE SCHOOL 
Anacostla Am..x 

Froa 1-295... North. Take the South Capitol Street Bridge exit. Just after 
merging Into Bridge traffic lane, cut off to the right. You'll 
go about two- thirds of the way around a snail circle, pass one 
stop sign, and take a narrow straight road on which there Is 
a sign for Anacostla Park. The road ends at Anacostla River 
Drive. Turn right. 

A short distance down the road there Is the naln entrance to 
the school conpound on the right. (The river Is on the left). 

Turn right Into the conpound. 

From 1-295... South. Take the Howard Road exit. After a few blocks, there 
will be a traffic light at a snail circle. You will be In 
close proxlnlty to the S. Capitol Street Bridge. Bear to the 
right about one-fourth around the circle onto a narrow straight 
road with an Anacostla Park sign, the road ends at Anacostla 
River Drive. Turn right. 

A short distance down the road there Is the naln entrance to 
the school compound on the right. (The river Is on the left). 

Turn right Into the compound. 

From the Southwest Freeway... take the ll**Street Bridge across the Ana- 
costla River. Be In the second lane from the left (third from 
the right). Just after the two right lanes separate to go 
South, there will be an overhead sign for Anacostla Park and 
a small sign for the U. S. Naval Station. This Is the exlt- 
and It Is a very quick one a sharp turn to the right and down 
a short hill. At the foot of the hill, turn right. The road 
(Good Hope Road) will come to a "T", turn left and approximate- 
ly one quarter of a mile will be the Anacostla Annex Gate on 
the left. 


NOTE: Building T-5/T-28 Is entered through a single story “passageway" 
which Is the access control point at the center of the building. 
The access "passageway" may be entered from either the front or 
the rear of the building. Building T-4 (Yellow) Is entered on the 
far side of the building.
